This was the content of the 
letter received by Dr. John 
Dorsey, assistant attending in 
plastic surgery, here at the 
Hospital for Special Surgery. 


Dr. Dorsey graduated from 
Notre Dame University and then 
received his MD from Georgetown 
Medical School, Washington D.C. 
He served his internship at St. 
John's Long Island City Hospital 
and as assistant resident in 
surgery at Emergency Hospital, 


Washington, D.C. From 1942-1943, 
Dr. Dorsey was a resident in 
surgery.at HSS. 


Upon completing his residen- 
cy, Dr. Dorsey became Captain 
Dorsey, U.S. Army Medical Corp, 
serving with General Patton's 
Third Army. For participation in 
the invasion of Normandy, D-Day 
June 6, 1944, he received the 
Bronze Star and Arrowhead. He 
also received the Silver Star 
representing five major battle 
Campaigns in Northern France, 
Germany and Belgium. While in 
Belgium, Dr. Dorsey participated 
in the Battle of the Bulge. 


Following separation from 
active duty, in later1945 7. px. 
Dorsey became an assistant and 
senior resident in plastic 
surgery at Presbyterian Hospital 
in NYC. He then came to HSS in 
1948. Dr. Dorsey has, since 
that year, served in the capacity 
of assistant attending in plastic 
surgery and consultant in plastic 
surgery to the hand clinic. He 
also serves as associate plastic 


Surgeon at St. John's Queens 
Hospital, St. Joseph's in 
Yonkers and is on the consulting 
staff of several other hospitals 
rmesthe  oLty . 


Dr. Dorsey speaks with great 
pride about his wife and children. 
Mrs. Dorsey is a registered repre- 
sentative with Orvis Brothers Stock 
Brokers on Wall Street. Mrs. Mari- 
anne Smith is the oldest child; a 


graduate of Bellevue Hospital School 
of Nursing and is the mother of 
four boys.

THE ORTHOPEDIC APPLIANCES DEPARTMENT (BRACE SHOP) 


Under the spreading chestnut 
tree the village smithy stands, 
and stands he does in the base- 
ment of this hospital. The place 
is called the Orthopedic Appli- 
ance Dept., or more commonly 
known as the Brace Shop. 


Standing by the forge you 
can see either Sol Houtkin, Erich 
Ulbricht or George Vitarius, de- 
pending on who has to forge at 
that time. 


The Brace Dept. has been 
a part of the hospital since Dr. 
Knight founded his hospital back 
on Second Avenue over 100 years 
ago. He started to help patients 
bysusing thevart, ofsbracing, 7) Since 
that time the Brace Shop has de- 
veloped many new appliances that 
have proved effective in helping 
the handicapped. 


The Brace Shop has at pre- 
sent 11 employees. Each is 
skildled+vin his own field. From 
the steel workers to the leather 
finishers, the appliances are 
tiestinest,31n tnesworlan(Oreac 
least we think so). 


The Shop makes, fits and 
delivers approximately 3000 
assorted appliances a year. 
Appliances include a simple finger 
Splints COUamit LamCONCLO Lm brace. 


The steel work is the first 
step in the production of an 
appliance. After it is completed 
then it is ready for a fitting 
with the patient. After the 
fitting, the appliance is -taken 
apart and polished, nickel 
plated, and reassembled again. 
Every part of the brace is made 
at the shop from either surgical 
steel, stainless steel, or dural 
aluminum. Then its ready for 
the leather room. 


In the leather room we can 
see casts of parts of the entire 
anatomy. Here Julius Grossman 
covers the braces with the finest 
leather money can buy. He also 
does all types of molded leather 
work on casts. 


In the sewing room the Spinal 
braces are covered by William 
Friedmann who does a wonderful 
job, using also the finest 
materials. 


Now we come to the Shoe and 
Arch Dept. Here we have Bill 
LoCascio and Charles LoBalbo who 
handle approximately 20 to 30 
thousand shoes a year. In these 
shoes, corrections are made with 
various pads, wedges, balances, 
elevation and arch supports so 
that the patient is more comfort- 
able in his daily routine.
